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the ghettos.” Pope Pius IX (1846-78) dis- 
played the greatest softness to the Jews, 
and removed the ghetto walls on Passover, 
1848. But: “The revolutionary wave of that 
year drove him out of his city and, upon 
his return . . . the Pope yielded to the 
view of the reactionary clergy on the subject 
of the Jews . . . and blamed them for having 
supported the republic. The ghetto was re- 
established in full vigor.’ Pope Leo XIII 
(1878-1903): “Embittered by the loss of the 
Papal State, Leo XIII never forgave the 
forces of liberalism with which, like his 
“predecessor he identified the Jews in his 
denunciations . . . He encouraged anti-Semi- 
tism by bestowing distinctions on leading 
anti-Semitic politicians and authors, as 
Lueger and Drumont” (Drumont depicted 
the Judaization of the once Christian country 
of France in his book, “La France Juive”). 
He officially denounced Jews as the enemies 
of the Church; etc. ete. 


As your Eminence undoubtedly knows, 
the Church canonized the above ainti- 
Pharisee Pope Gregory I, called “the Great,” 
as a Saint; and also the above anti-Pharisee 
Pope Gregory III (731-41), as well as 
Pope Nicholas the Great (858-867) and Pope 
Gregory VII (1073-1085) —all of them 
Saints. Also, among the above anti-Pharisee 
Popes the Church declared Pope Urban II 
(1088-99) and Pope Gregory X (1271-76) 
and Pope Urban V (1362-70) to be worthy 
of the designation of “Blessed.” 

The Talmudic doctrines and practices 
_ which they condemned have not gone out 
of use. 


One of your prominent Conference asso- 
ciates and fellow speakers was Rabbi Abra- 
ham J. Herschel, professor at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America. This is 
headed by Rabbi Louis Finklestein. He was 
chosen as one of the leading 120 Jews of 
the world in 1937, by a vote of world 
kehillas, as most outstandingly holding up 
the lamp of Judaism. In his work, “The 
Jews—Their History, Culture, and Religion,” 
he states that: ; 

“At the present time . .. any decision 
regarding the Jewish religion must be based 
on the Talmud... (p. 1332. I enclose a 
photostat of the page). 

In Finklestein’s two-volume work, 
Pharisees,” he writes: 

“Pharisaism became Talmudism . . . But 
the spirit of the ancient Pharisee survives 
unaltered . . . When the Jew .. . studies 
the Talmud, he is actually repeating the 
arguments used in the Palestinian academies 
. . .’ The Universal Jewish Encyclopedia 
(1943) confirms this: 

Under “Pharisees” is this: 

“The Jewish religion as it is today traces 
its descent, without a break, through all the 
centuries, from the Pharisees, The Talmud 
is the largest and most important single 
member of that literature . . . and the study 
of it is essential for any real understanding 
of Pharisaism.” 

Some months ago I noted in the Catholic 
Loyola University library a few volumes of 
the only approved English translation of the 
Babylonian Talmud, the Soncino. These vol- 
umes appeared to have had little or no 
use. Sanhedrin was among these and I 
enclose some photostats from it on Jesus 
and Mary. 

I also noted the current bestseller book by 
the Jewish author, Herman Wouk, “This 
Is My God.” In it he writes: 

“The Talmud is to this day the circulating 
heart’s blood of the Jewish religion. What- 
ever laws, customs, or ceremonies we ob- 
‘serve—whether we are Orthodox, Conser- 
a e, Reform or merely spasmodic senti- 
talists wë follow the Talmud. It is our 
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either he will hate the one and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the one and 
despise the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon” (Matt. 6:24). 

Paul warned: “Be ye not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with un- 
righteousness? and what communion hath 


light with darkness? And what concord- 


hath Christ with Belial? . . . Wherefore 
come out from. among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch not 
the unclean thing, and I will receive you.” 
(II Cor. 6:14-17). 

The word “brotherhood” is made to 
seem like an “angel of light” by those 
who teach that other men rank as animals. 
“For such are false apostles, deceitful 
workers . . . And no marvel for Satan 
himself is transformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore it is no great thing if his 
ministers also be transformed as the min- 
isters of righteousness; whose end shall 
be according to their works” (II Cor. 
11:13-15). Christ minced no words in 
calling the Pharisees children of the Devil 
when He faced them, and in His Revela- 
tion from the Spirit (96 AD) at a time 
when ONLY Pharisees called themselves 
Jews (the Sadducees had “disappeared” 
and the Scripture-believers were Chris- 
tians), He warned of those “which say 
they are Jews and are not, but are the 
synagogue of Satan” (Rev. 2:9). 

As for brotherhooding with the enemies 
of Christ, the Apostle John, “whom Jesus 
loved,” and to whom He committed the 
care of His Mother from the Cross, spoke 
in no uncertain terms. In John’s second 
Epistle, he wrote: 

“For many deceivers are entered into 
the world, who confess not that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh. This is a 
deceiver and an antichrist . . . If there 
come any unto you, and bring not this 
doctrine (of Christ) receive him not into 
your house, neither bid him God speed. 
For he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds” (II John 7-11). 

In Christ is the only true brotherhood: 
‘for ye are all one in Christ Jesus. And 
if ye be Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s 
seed and heirs according to the promise” 
(Galatians 3:28-9).

The (January 20, 1960) New York Times 
releaséd the item—a “juicy” one—headed 
“Revisions Hailed In Religious Texts.” 
According to the Times, from which we 
quote directly, “Ranking religious educatérs 
of the Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
faiths yesterday hailed current extensive 
examination of religious educational texts 
to promote relations among ethnic and 
religious groups. They joined in a press 
conference of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee’s Institute of Human _ Relations, 
marking the dedication of the institute, at 
165 East Fifty-sixth Street.” The release 
is too lengthy to lend itself to repetition, 
but the gist of it was a “continuing 
longrange concern of all religious groups 
to look carefully at all religious curricu- 
lums and deal responsibly and accurately 
with people of other faiths.” It was declared 
that “fair treatment” of other groups 
could be accomplished “with no compromise 
of religious conviction.” How, pray, may 
this be accomplished “with no compromise 
of religious conviction?” In the first place, 
Sunday School lessor-material is branded 
as stimulating anti-Jewish prejudice. Second- 
ly, the “misuse” of the Crucifixion “story” 
was branded as producing anti-Semitism! 
Finally, we hit “the bull’s eye,” in reading 
Alfred J. Marrow’s 


Relations, New York Tribune, Page 19) 
suggestion No. 3 listed under the heading 
“Intergroup Unit Meets on Hate Incidents” 
—as follows: 

“Clergymen of all faiths should pay more 
attention to community behavior. A wider 
understanding that Christianity and Juda- 
ism had the same roots, would help. 
Churches might promote mutual respect 
for each other by bringing their congre- 
gations together on a neighborhood basis.” 

Theré is no factual foundation in history 
or theology today, for the implications, 
inferences and innuendoes that the Greek 
“Toudaios,’” the Latin “Iudaeus,” or the 
English “Judean” ever possessed a valid 
religious connotation.
